PASSENGERS IN A PANIC 



few Feet Farther Would Have Caused 

Plunge . of Car into Ravine and 

River Seventy Feel Below 



STRUCK BY ELECTRIC CAR 



Crowded with passengers fresh from their 
■work at the mill* and including a crowd of 
wire mill officials, Thursday an electric car 
ran off the track at the south end of the 
South Genesee street bridge at Waukegan 
and was saved from going seventy feet 
into' the ravine below only by the strength 
'of the railing that flanks the bridge and by 
the catching of one of the rear wheels onto 
the. outside rail. 

John Hoffman and Fred Hangebrauch 
had just loft the spot on tho railroad side 
of the bridge where the car struck and bad 
they been two minutes later they would 
have been knocked off the bridge or crushed 
to death. 

• The car, number 187, north bound, in 
•charge of rootorman McUovern, had just 
left the switch, the front wheels traveling 
along all right. The rear wheels, however, 
left the trackB as tbey left the switch, a 
thing that is ascribed to the fact that 
gravel had lodged in. tbe switch tracks. , 

For thirty feet the rear trucks traveled 
along before the car could be stopped, 
finally swinging around and banging into 
the bridge railing with a fearful crash that 
was heard over a block. . 

The only thing perhaps that Baved the 
car from leaving the tracks completely and 
being dashed into the swollen. Waukegan, 
' river seventy feet below was the fact that 
the bridge railing retarded its progress 
while the weight of the car earned it to 
break through the wooden sidewalk by the 
side of the tracks and had it stuck there 
while the motor man applied the brakes and 
brought the machinery to a stop. 

The miracle of the whole thing is that 
there were no fatalities whatever despite 
the fact that scores filled the car seats and 
were shaken up like dice in a box, landing 
on the floor and in each others' laps while 
shouts and screams rent the air. 

Superintendent Waldock, ' Chief Clerk 
Cawthorne, Assistant Superintendent 
Ingrnham and others of • the wire mill 
officials are reported to have been on the 
car. Passengers left and finished their 
journey on foot. The car was due at Wash- 
ington and Genesee streets at five forty and 
the accident happened a few minutes 
before this. 

The bridge railing was bent out towards 
the east four feet by the force of the car's 
"contact with it. 

Within an boar after the accident the 
wrecker was on .the scene and by eight 
o'clock no one would ever have known that 
Waukeganites had had so narrow an escape 
from what would most certainly have been 
a horrible catastrophe. 

People who were in the car, when inter- 
viewed, said they aever- wished to. go 
through such an experience again. 



frightened Horse Means of Bringing Death 
Close to Men he Drew In Buggy 

Driving north on Marion street in Wau- 
kegan at*, about '5:80 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, Carl Nelson and Einil Fofcberg 
were struck by a street car 1 going south 
and both were badly injured^ 

As the two men in the rig neored the 
car their horse became frightened and 
while they strove for mastery at the reins 
and with the whip, it is said the horse 
turned directly into the path of the car, 
afterward twisting around toward the 
sooth so that he was safe from the car.' 

The car which was right on the rig 
when the horse bolted onto the tracks, 
sent the two men flying into the air and 
demolished the buggy leaving the horse 
unharmed, 

The accident was witnessed by a half 
score or more of people ynd created consid- 
erable excitement. The ambulance was 
called and the two men were at once con- 
veyed to the hospital. 

Fosbergit is said is the worso injured 
of the two but will recover. Nelson 
received many marks, but is not seriously 
burt, If no complications set in, recovery 
is certain for both men. 
. Friends of both strenuously deny that 
they were intoxicated at the time of the 
accident. 

DANGER OF 

WRITING ON 

MAILED PAPERS 

Government postofrice inspectors have 
collected from several persons in neighbor- 
ing cities $10 each because postal laws have 
been violated, in that they have placed 
writing' in lower class mail which' is sent 
out at u less rate than is regularly charged. 
This' is done by persons who are ignorant 
of the law but yet they are compelled to 
pay fines. 

Section 484 of the postal laws and reg- 
ulations provides: "Many persons who 
shall knowingly conceal or inclose any 
matter of a higher class in that of a lower 
class, and deposit or cause the same to be 
deposited for conveyance by 1 mail, at a less 
rate than would be charged for both such 
higher and lower 1 class matter, 'shallfor 
every such offense be liable to a penalty of 
$10." 

The above section is frequently violated 
by people' who are ignorant of its pro- 
visions, and they are required to pay $10 
for every mistake of this kind that they 
make. The postoffice inspectors collect 
large sums. of money- every yearbecause of 
these mistakes. 

The public (should understand that the 
above section is violated whenever any 
writing is enclosed with newspapers, 
printed circulars, catalogues or any article 
of merchandise unless tho letter rate of 
postage is paid thereon. Frequently boys 
and girls will enclose a short note with 
soap wrappers or tobacco tags when send- 
ing them in to be redeemed, or to get their 
premium, and neglect to pay tho full letter 
rate of postage. They may be saving 2 
cents in postage, but they will be required 
to pay $10 penalty for doing it.

Mrs. Alina Kauppila of Oak streets 
Waukegan, is charged with the murder of 
her ten weeks' old eon in bed Monday 
morning and has been lodged in the Lake 
county jail to await the results of an in- 
quest. 

The alleged crime was discovered Mon- 
day morning when Dr. Kalowsky was 
called to attend the infant and Chief Tyr- 
rell at once proceeded to the house and put 
Mrs. Kauppila under arrest. 

Not much is known of the precise man- 
ner in which the baby met .its death. The 
most that could be learned is that Katbi 
Winka, a girl in the same tenement, heard 
the baby crying loudly and running in. to 
Mrs. Kauppila is claimed to have found 
her deliberately lying on the top of the 
babe, strangling it to death with her own 
body. 

There is another story that the babe was 
mishandled in a fight. It can not be con- 
firmed; 

Mrs. Kauppila when interviewed pro- 
fessed ignorance as to the manner in which 
her child came to its death and simply 
stated in broken English that the child fell 
asleep and did not again awaken. 

The girl Kathi Winka, who resides in 
the same large house, entered ; tbe rooms 
occupied. by. toother -and hafow.amiydiacog-. 
ered that the infant was dead. She gave 
the alarm and other occupants of tho house 
came and viewed the remains. ■ 

Eric Johnson, another inmate of the 
house, saw the babe two hours before its 
neath and states that it was apparently in 
good health at that time. 

There are scores of other people, all of 
whom .were summoned as witnesses at the 
inquest. The house is a tenement and five 
or six families inhabit it, there being beds 
in every room.

Moore of Chicago, the counsel for the de- 
fendant, agreed upon the continuance, the 
case was set for the .first . one among the 
people's cases for the October term of 
court. 

Mrs. Maude Crewe, the defendent in 
the case, upon hearing that tbe judge bad 
granted a continuance in tbe case, left tbe 
court room with a smile on her face, show- 
ing that she wiia more pleased to have' a 
continuance than to have the matter 
dropped. 

In on interview Mrs. Crewe stated that 
Nichols had disappeared. "Things would 
have been harder for him:: tbau for me/' 
she stated. 

An attempt was made to serve Nichols 
with a subpoena Thursday and every day 
thereafter, and when Deputy Sheriff Berry 
called he was told by Mrs. Nichols that 
Nichols was not at home and she did not 
know when he would be. 

The general tip is that he left for Chi- 
cago. From there he is believed to have 
made trucks to some far distant print.

San Diego, Cal. — When tho Ameri- 
can battleship^ fleet under command of 
Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans 
steamed Thursday into ^Magdalena 
bay, passing through the rocky gate- 
way marked by Sail Rock on the 
north and Redondo point on the south 
and dropped anchors behind the 
high peninsula's promontory which 
stretched a protecting arm down from 
the main land and makes Man-o'-War 
cove the most sheltered harbor of the 
lower Pacific coast, the history mak- 
ing naval cruise of more than 13,000 
miles begun at Hampton roads less 
than three months ago, practically 
came to an end.

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FIVE YEAR S FOR J, R. WALSH 

FORMER CHICAGO BANKER RE- 
FUSED A NEW TRIAL. , 



Stay Order on Appeal— All Points 
x Raised by Attorneys for Finan- 
cier Are Overruled. 



• Chicago.— John R. Walsh was de- 
nied a new trial by Judge A. B. Ander- 
son in tho fedoral court Friday and 
was sentenced to five years in the 
government prison nt Fort Leaven- 
worth. The sentence was Ave years on 
each count on which tho prosident of 
the old Chicago National bank was 
convicted, but It Is to. run concurrent- 
ly. All the points raised by the attor- 
neys for tho defenso in tholr plea for 
a new trial wero overruled by tho 
court, who, in his opinion, reviewed 
a.t some length tho events during the 
trial and after tho return of the ver- 
dict An appeal to tho upper court 
is expected to stay tho execution of 
the sentence ho new faces. Iu making 
his ruling Judge Anderson first took 
up the Palmer incident when that 
juror hesitated before replying to the

poll' of the' jury. Judge Anderson re- 
cited In detail what occurred and said 
that counsel for the defendant had not 
objected at the time and that it was 
clear that Juror Palmer assented to 
tho verdict This finding was directly 
against the argument in support of the 
motion for a new trial: 

The Walsh case Involved large sums 
of money and presented many ques- 
tions of banking and financial meth- 
ods rarely called to tho attention of 
a court 

The main contention of the govern- 
ment in the prosecution of the case 
was that Mr. Walsh in his capacity 
of president of the Chicago National 
bank had misapplied certain amounts 
from tho funds of the bank by in- 
vesting them in railroad and other 
enterprises with which ho was con- 
nected. 

Little time was lost by Attorney 
Miller In presenting tho assignment 
or errors, already drawn up, to Judgo 
Grosscup, as a judge of tho United 
States circuit court of appeals. Tho 
stay order was entered without ques- 
tion by Judge Grosscup and the bond 
was fixed at $50,000. Tho appeal is 
expected to bo taken up at the Octo- 
ber, term of court and at least until 
then Mr. Walsh will bo free from 
tho necessity of attending court or 
serving sentence behind barred doors. 



ASSASSIN ALIA MUST DIE. 



Murderer of Denver Priest Is Sen- 
tenced to Death. 

Denver, Col.— "Is there no appeal ?"' 
These wero the only words spoken by 
Giuseppe Alia when informed by In- 
terpreter Matter that tho jury found 
him guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree and fixed sentence at death. Just 
18 days after firing the .shot which 
brought death to Father Francis Leo 
Helnrlchs, at the altarj in St Eliza- 
beth's Catholic church, while in tho 
act of administering tho holy sacra- 
ment, this waif from Italy, an alleged, 
but riot proven anarchist,' heard his 
doom. There was absolutely no dem- 
onstration in tho courtroom when the 
verdict -was read by Foreman D. S. 
Johnson, a mining engineer. Tho find- 
ing had seemed inevitable from the 
beginning and the audlonco received 
it in silence, apparently satisfied that 
Justice had been done.

Four Men Found Guilty on Charge of 
Defrauding Pennsylvania in Fur- 
nishing New Capitol. 



Harrisburg, Pa. — John H. San- 
derson, tho capltol furnishings con- 
tractor; former Auditor General Wil- 
liam P. Snyder, former State Treas- 
urer William L. Mutinies and former 
Superintendent of Grounds and Build- 
ings James M. Shumakcr, who * were 
Friday night found guilty of conspiracy 
to defraud the state, may not be 
called for sontenco for many months, 
If at all. As soon as tho jury, which 
had been sitting in the cose for seven 
weeks, returned itB verdict of guilty 
as to all four men Judge Kunkol re- 
ceived motions for new trials and al- 
lowed 30 days in which to file the rea- 
sons. When they are entered upon 
tho record Judge Xunkel will set 
a timo for argument and will decide 
the matter at his convenience. The 
general belief is that no new trial will' 
be granted, but, of course, this is 
mere speculation. Should a retrial 
be refused tho case will bo taken to 
the appellate courts. The. court has 
granted a continuance of tho ball in 
which the defendants in this case are 
held. 

Sanderson left for Philadelphia Sat- 
urday and Snyder and Shumaker also 
took trains for their homes, refusing 
to talk about the case. Mathues went 
home Friday night ■ Only Sanderson 
and Snyder were at tho coui't house 
when the verdict came in, and the 
others were represented by counsel. 

Tho four men woro convicted of de- 
frauding the stato in furnishing the 
new capltol, which cost the state 
about $13,000,000, instead of $4,000,- 
000, the figure at which the contract 
was estimated. The present case? con- 
stituted ono of the longest Jury trials 
In the history of Pennsylvania courts, 
and it attracted > much attention 
throughout the country.. The prose- 
cution of the nlloged frauds was tho 
outcome of the political upheaval in 
Pennsylvania in 1905, which resulted 
in tho election of William H. Berry, 
a Democrat, as state treasurer, in tho 
fall of that year. 



MAY AMEND TRUST LAW. 



Important Conference Is Held at the 
White House. 

Washington. — An Important confer- 
once was held at tho White House re- 
specting amendments to the Sherman 
anti-trusty law. Tho changes in the 
law, It Is expected, will be proposed 
along the lines suggested by the con- 
ference of tho civic federation held 
In Chicago a few weeks ago.

American international law 1b down 
for definition and discussion In many 
phases, .Including civil, commercial 
and criminal International *law.

I thinkthls 
Is a: fine place both to make money 
and to live. Thero was an old man up 
hero visiting his brother;in-law. "Now 
this man owns land clpso to Dcs 
Moines, Iowa, and Is in good' circum- 
stances, but ho took a homestead and 
sayB he will be contented if ho can- 
only put 'in tho rosftVof .his days In 
Canada, He wquldget tip»in the morn- 
and* look out of the door and. say: 
"Well, who wouldn't live- In Canada?"
